The president's reply was as follows: 
"Washington, D. C., March 12, 1907. 
"E. E. Schmitz, Mayor of San Fran- 


cisco, Cal.—I thank you and congratu- 
late the people of the United States, 
and especially the people of California, 
on the outcome. I have directed dis- 
missal of suit to take place Immedi- 
ately upon the adoption of resolutions 
by the Board of Education, as you re- 
quest. THEODORE ROOSEVELT." 


President Lawrence F. Walsh, of the 
San Francisco Board of Education, has 
this to say of the Issue: 
"We have 
perfect confidence that the president 
will live up to his agreement, and that 
in the new treaty with Japan the coolie 
class will be refused further admittance 
to this country. 
"Under the new condition of affairs 
greater restrictions will be placed on 
the pupils of Oriental descent than be- 
fore. 
The age limit will be sixteen 
years and those pupils of sixteen years 
who are not qualified to sit with white 
pupils of the same age will be com- 
pelled to attend the Oriental school. In 
other words, they must show the same 
proficiency, age for age, as the white 
pupils with whom they will be asso- 
ciated. Another requisite will be that 
they have sufficient knowledge of the 
English 
language to pursue their 
studies. If they are delinquent in this 
respect they will have to attend the 
ungraded Oriental school. 
"If the president falls to keep faith 
with the board and does not fulfill htg 
part o£ the agreement, the boanl can, 
at any time, rescind its resolution am 
compel the Japanese
